The 
Notes are based on the requirements of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulations and the Administrative Instructions 
under that Treaty.

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulioation.

2. D1 discloses a fondant-like sugar cream of 60-80% palatinose and 10-20% 
trehalose. D1 anticipates (Article 33(2) PCT) the subject-matter of claims 5 and 7-9. 
D2 discloses an incubation medium which contains 30-60% trehalose, 10-30% 
palatinose (isomaltulose), 5-15% fructose and 5-25% glucose, which anticipates the 
composition of claims 5 and 6. 

3. All aspects of the claimed invention were disclosed in the cited documents: 

i. dry composition containing trehalose: D5-D7 ; 

ii. dry composition containing isomaltulose: D4, D12; 

iii. beverage containing trehalose: D3, D5-D1 1 ; 

iv. beverage containing palatinose: D12, D13; 

v. preserving osmolality and storage stability: D3; 

vi. medical use: D4-D6, D8, D9, D12-D14. 

As to the combined use of trehalose and palatinose, the application does not mention 
any effect obtained thanks to the combination of these two. Thus, the effect of 
trehalose and palatinose together was to be expected and not considered to be 
inventive (Article 33(3) PCT). 
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
